Remember that there is an unwrittenn 
law that the faculty must not be touched upon without the per- 
mission of themselves. 

11. GOOD LUCK, and heres to a bigger and better Microscope, andin 
hopes that someday a regular, printed edition will come out 
every week instead of every year at Victoria College.
